NEWS 3 IN BRIEF. 


Fair weather, . westerly winds, and 

stationary or higher temperature for this re- 
gion to-day. 
Ane publie debt of the United States 
was reduced about $15,000,000 during the 
month just closed. The reduction for the 
first four months of the current fiscal year 
has been $57,000,000. 

A copy of the bill on which Congress- 
man Clark, of Missouri, seeks divorce from 
his wite was served on that lady yesterday. It 
charges drunkenness, the use of opium, and 
an ungovernabletemper. It does not charge 
infide lity. 

—The total value ef the petroleum and 
petroleum products exported during the 
nine months ending the 30th of September 
was $34,952,961, against $94,989,343 worth ex- 
ported during the corresponding period of 
last year. 

——The estimates for expenditures by the 
United States Postal Department for the 


current fiscal year are 88.661.300. The esti- - 


mates the-postal revenue are $42,741,722, 
thus . * only a deficiency of $19,578 to 
be supplied by taxation. 


—Congressman J. C. Burrows, of Michi- 
gan, announces himself acandidate for the 
Speakership, and has already commenced an 
active canvass. He left Kalamazoo for 
Washington Saturday. Kasson seems to lead 
all the other candidates thus far. 


——Receipts of grain at Buffalo so far this 
season show a decrease Of 42,06:,370 bushels 
as compared with-the corresponding part of 
last year. The shipments of coal from Buffalo 


| this year show ati increase of 224,240 tons 


over the same period of last year. 


— William Duckett was fined $75,000 yes- 
terday by Judge Johnston, of the Quebec 
Court of Review, for having taken his seat 
and voted in the Quebec Legislature as a 
member from one of the electoral districts 
without having the legal qdalifications for 
membership. 

——Ernesto Rossi, the Italian tragedian, 
made his first appearance before a New 
York audience in Booth's Theatre last even- 
ing, and was well received. The play was 
„Othello,“ and in the opinion of some of the 
crities he is superior to his great country- 
man, Salvini. 

——Judge Anthony rendered a decision on 
the Taylor divorcee case yesterday, annulling 
the first divorcee on the ground of gross 
fraud, and thus deciding that Taylor’s second 
marriage was illegal. Judge Anthony un- 
stintedly denounced Taylor for his mean- 
ness, perfidy, and scoundtelism. 

——The Anti-Semitic Club of students of 
the Leipzic University sent Bismarck a tele- 
gram expressing regret at the result of the 
recent elections in Berli Bismarck has re- 
plied, and says that ry | neither surprised 
nor discouraged, adding sententiously that 
“chronic diseases 0 uife time and patience 
for eure.“ 


Valentine Leske, a Cincinnati butcher, 
made a murderous assault on his wife last 
night with a knife, gashing her throat in a 
fearful manner. He then drew the knife 
across his own throat, inflicting what is be- 
lieved to be a fatal wound. His wife will 
probably recover, Yeske has been drinking 
for several days. 

The Board of Cook County Commis- 
sioners yesterday appropriated $970,000 to be 
levied by taxation to meet the expenses of 
the various county departments during the 
next fiscal year.. There are large sums 
standing to the credit of the various funds, 
owing to the economical management of the 
Republican County Board. 


——Senator Mahone expresses himself as 
quite confident of the success of the Coali- 
tionists in Virginia at the goto,» elec- 
tion. The white vote, he thinks, ‘Will be 
pretty fairly divided, and the vast majority 
of the colored voters will certainly vote 
against the Bourbons. The Democrats ad- 
mit some fears, particularly as to the Legis- 
lature. 


—An insane man called at the White 
House to see Dr. John Noetling, who the 
Holy Spirit, he said, had told him was Presi- 
dent of the United States. The guard saw 
at once that he was a crank, and tried to in- 
duce him to leave. He refused, and was then 
arrested, but not without a fierce struggle, 
however. A six-shovuter was found in his 
pocket. 


—— The Prince of Wales was in Paris yes- 
terday, and dined with Sir Charles Dilke 
and Gambetta. Time was when the Prince 
and Dilke were not on dining terms, when 
Dilke was the most determined opponent of 
any increase in the Prince’s yearly allow- 
ance; but Dilke is now a member of the 
British Ministry, and an aspirant for a 
CaPinet position. 

The Von Steuben party were treated to 

the hospitality of Chicago yesterday. Mayor 
Harrison welcomed them in German, and 
one of their party replied. Miss Harrison, 
Gen. Sheridan, and the Committee of Recep- 
tion entertained them. They were drawn 
around the city, and shown the Stock Yards, 
the Water-Works, and other great things 
which Chicago has to show. 
The City Council at its meeting last 
night passed an ordinance empowering the 
Mayor to act as Commissioner of Public 
Works until such time as he can find a suit- 
able person to fill that position, which he ex- 
pects to do in thirty days. The Council also 
directed the Controller to pay Jamieson what 
is due him for revising the city ordinances, 
and ordered that a number of streets be re- 
paved. 

——The steamer Bristol arrived at St. 
Johns, N. F., yesterday with the steamer 
Avlona, from Cadiz to Montreal, with fruit 
* wine, in tow. The Avlona had her rud- 

er carried away and her cargo shifted when 
twenty-two days out, during the recent At- 
lantic gale. The steamer Liscard, from Vir- 
ginia to London, with cotton, and seven days 
out, arrived at St. Johns also, with her pro- 
peller broken. 

ol. George Cowie, Chief of the Diplo- 

onsular Division of the Fifth 

office, has been removed. His 
resignation was asked for by Fifth-Auditor 
Alexander, who is of opinion that Cowie 
improperly recommended the payment of 
certain consular claims. Cowie refused to 
resign, and was removed. His friends say 
that his removal is to be attributed to his 
popularity, and to Alexander’s jealousy, 
rather than to any wrongdoing. - 

In the case of the City of Chicago, ap- 
pellant, vs. W. C. Tibbets, from the United 
States Circuit Court of the Northern District 
of Lilinois, which grew out of the condemna- 
tion of land for thé extension of Dearborn 
street in 1869, the United States Supreme 
Court decided yesterday against the city, 
and condemned it to pay the original judg- 
mént with costs and interest. Judge Brad-

rather severely on the course of the city au- 
thorities in prolonging litigation in the mat- 
ter.

——Chief-Justice Hunter, of the Utah Su- 
preme Court, rendered a decision on the 
question of ex-Delerate Cannon’s natural- 
ization yesterday, which declares that Can- 
non’s pretended naturalization was a nullity, 
thus sustaining the position taken by Gov. 


Murray in refusing to give a certificate of 


election to Cannon. It is probable that in 
view of this decision Congress will give the 
seat to Campbell, Liberal Republican, to 
whem Gov. Murray issued the certificate. 


——Senator Johnston led the Democratic 
hosts in the United States Senate agaiust the 
confirmation of Stratham (Democratic Ke- 
adjuster)as Posgmaster at Lynchburg, and the 
Bourbons lost considerable sleep and con- 
siderable solid food over the matter. The 
Senate had scarcely adjourned Saturday 
when Stratham was appointed vice Wilson, 
Johnston’s whilom friend, superseded. The 
Democrats have probably discovered by this 
time how unprofitable filbustering is. 

—,Judge Rogers decided yesterday that 
Mrs. Ada Robert, who murdered Theodore 
Weber in May, 1879, and who was acquitted 
of the murder in November of that year on 
the ground that she was insane, is now of 
sound mind, and indeed her counsel, whose 
eloquent plea in her behalf on both occa- 
sions, when she was tried for murder and 
when it was sought to prove her sane, ad- 
mitted that he did not believe that she was 
ever insane, The lady’s counsel also thinks 
Judge Rogers’ decision is a triumph of 
justice. 


——The Rev. Dr. Young, a Methodist 
clergyman, delivered a discourse at King- 
ston, Ont., Sunday night in which he upheld 
the verdict expelling the Rev. Dr. Thomas, of 
this city, from the Methodist communion. 
He said the Chicago divine had imbibed 
Beecherism, Ingersollism, and agnosticism, 
and Dr. Young held that the mixture was 
not a Wholesome one. The Rev. Dr. Burns 
was rebuked for his support of Dr. Thomas, 
and his expressions of sympathy have been 
repudiated by the Methodist ministers of 
Montreal. 


Lexington, Ky., furnishes several items 
for our criminal columns. One Sanders, 
who was confined in jail at that place for 
wife-beating, hanged himself yesterday; 
Celia Singleton, a colored girl, poured car- 
bolic acid down the throat of a 5-vear-old 
girl, killing her instantly; and Jack Halloran 
and Andy Warner, two hoodlums, had a fight 
with knives and pistols in the public streets, 
but made common cause against two officers, 
Harlan and Ilarlow, who came to arrest 
them. Harlow was badly wounded; but the 
hoodlums were arrested and jailed.

A Canadian member of Parliament in-

dates would stand on the same: The elec- 
tion of Governor-General by a popular vote; 
the reduction of the membership of the 
Executive Council from fourteen to seven, 
and the reduction of the salaries of each to 
$6,000; a complete and sweeping reform in 
the civil service, by which fossils may be 
relegated to back seats; and salaries over 
$20,000 reduced 25 percent. The Canadian 
M. P. in question has written to a friend to 
express his belief that Britain is willing to 
grant Canada independence when Canada 
asks for it, and that a Governor-General 
chosen by the Canadian people will not be 
shubbed by British officials. when he goes 
home to see his wife. The Canadian M. P. 
has some sympathy with the Marquis. 


—The -Mechanics’ National Bank of 
Newark, N. J., for many years considered 
one of the most stable financial institutions 
in the State of New Jersey, suspended pay- 
ment yesterday. Its Cashier, Oscar L. Bald- 
win, was arrested a few hours afterwards, 
and confessed that he was entirely to blaine 
for the suspension; that he had misapplied 
$2,000,000 of the funds of the bank. Like most 
men in his position he was conipletely 
prostrated” by the fact that his rascality was 
found out. His explanation is that in 1873 
he began to make loaus to C. Nugent & Co., 
morocco manufacturers 6f Newark, asking 
neither the sanction of the bank Directors nor 
security from Nugent & Co. Having begun, 
he says he felt that he was in the power of 
the firm, and made loans to them whenever 
they wanted, sometimes loaning them as 
high as $50,000 a month without any security 
whatever. The Nugent firm promised that 
all loans would be made good, that it had 
plenty of property, and also assured him that 
there would be no trouble. Baldwin’s story 
will do to investigate. Itis evident he has 
not told the whole truth. He affeets great 
sorrow for his sins, and says he is ready to 
go to the penitentiary to expiate them. 


——There seems to be indubitable evidence 
that the agent of the Associated Press in 
Loudon has been very greatly imposed upon, 
or has been guilty of wholesale lying, and 
that the London correspondents of the New 
York papers. have either been willfully de- 
ceived or that they themselves have taken 
to. willfully deceiving that portion of the 
American public for whom they write. We 
have been told by these gentlemen every day 
during the past week that the Land League 
was going to pieces in Ireland. that the farm- 
ers were deserting the organization by the 
wholesale, and that if Parneli was released 
from prison tomorrow he could not obtain 
a followmg. This week, however, we 
are informed that Archbishop McCabe’s cir- 
cular copdemning the Land League was re 
ceived with marked distavor wherever read 
—so marked that even Irish Catholics left 
the churches in which they were worshiping 
rather than hear it read; that secret meet- 
ings of the league were held at which hun- 
dreds of new members joined; that meetings 
have been held in various parts of lreland 
where the Government has been denounced; 
evictions resisted at the peril of life and 
limb; and that the London Times has been 
compelled to prescribe a new dose of coer- 
cion in order to meet the determination of 
the tenants to stand by Mr. Parnell. The 
Thunderer calls on the English landlords to 
assist their Irish brethren and the 
Government in ofder to compel the 
payment of rent, but as the English land- 
lords are hardly able to take care of their 
own business just now it is quite probabie 
that the Government and the Irish landlords 
will have to fight it out with Parnell and the 
Irish tenants.

A SHAMEFUL CHAPTER 


IN THE FINANCIAL HISTORY OF AMERICA.

NEW York, Oct. 31.—Newark, N. J., is 
fast earning the reputation of being the 
champion eity of bank failures. Within the 
last two years the Newark Savings Bank and 
the First National Bank have suspended pay- 
ments, and today the Mechanics’ National 
Bank, which was considered the strongest 
financial institution in New Jersey, closed 
its doors against its depositors, and the un- 
nouncement was made that the bank had 
suspended. At 10 o’clock, the usual hour 
for opening. the bank. a small slip 
of writing-paper was posted on the 
glass doors, bearing this announcement: 
Closed on account of statements affect- 
ing the bank made by the Cashier 
to the Board of Directors, which are now 
undergoing investigation.“ The doors were 
guarded by a policeman, and nobody was al- 
lowed to enter the bank but the Directors, 
and all depositors were told, upon applying 
for admigsion, that the United States Bank 
Examiner, Mr. J. 8. Shelly, was in charge, 
and no information could be given until his 
examination was completed. 

THE NEWS SPREAD LIKE WILDFIRE 
through the streets in Newark, and soon 
Broad street, near Market, in front of the 
Mechanics’ National Bank, was crowded 
with people, most of whom were 
depositors in, the bank. The great 
throng lingered in the vicinity all day 
discussing the news and circulating all kinds 
of remarks in regard to failuresof prominent 
houses and institutions, most of which 
proved.on inquiry to be baseless. The one 
fact that was certainly known was that the 
Cashier of the bank, Oscar L. Baldwin, had 
cohfessed to a defalcation of over $2,000,000, 
and that the institution had been forced into 
insolvency in consequence. The money 
which had been lost to the bank had, it was 


claimed, been used to back the large moroc- 


co house of C. Nugent & Co., and the estab- 
lishment was on the point of failing, now its 
mainstay had fallen. 
CHRISTOPHER NUGENT, 

head of the firm, was arrested last evening 
at his house in Newark by a Deputy United 
States Marshal, on a charge of aidmg and 
abetting Cashier Baldwin in embezzling the 
funds of the bank. The depositors of the 
Mechanics’ National Bank are as a class 
wealthy men and corporations, but a great 
number of smal! mannfacturers had placed 
all their moneyin its vaults, and, in many 
instances, men of small means had with- 
drawn their deposits from the savings-banks 
and placed them for safe-keeping in this 
institution; so that all classes of people in 
Newark are directly affected by the suspen- 
sion. The city was a scene of wild excite- 
ment, and everybody was searching eagerly 
for information as to the liabilities of the 
bank and its ability to meet the demands 
made upon it. 

THE DEFAULTING CASHIER, BALDWIN, 
was under arrest at his own house, at No, 16 
Central avenue, and the Directors were, as 
a general thing, invisible alike to depos- 
itors and reporters. The uncertainty and 
mystery surrounding? the suspension 
added to the anxiety of the de 
positors, and the Directors who 
had allowed this gigantic defalcation to be 
made under their own eyes, were the sub- 
ject of the most uncomplimentary remarks 
on all sides. ‘The Mechanics’ National Bank 
was the pet bank of Newark, and looked 
upon by everybody as the soundest in the 
State. It paid 14 per cent dividends aunual- 
ly, end, after paying its last semi-annual 
dividend of 7 per cent in August last, re- 
ported a surplus of $400,000, undivided prof- 
its amounting to $65,264, and a paid-in capi- 
tal stock of $500,000. Its deposits on the Ist 
of October amounted to 82,417. 215.0. more 
than three times the deposits of any other 
bank in New Jersey. 

ON SATURDAY LAST 

its stock was sought for at 180, and could not 
be obtained at that figure. Its Board of Di- 
rectors comprises the most prominent and 
wealthy business-men in Newark. They are 
Joseph A. Halsey, the President, who is 85 
years of age, and a retired and wealthy 
leather dealer; S. H. Condit, proprietor of a 
large saddlery manutactory, Vice-President; 
Osear L. Baldwin, a brother of H. P. Bald- 
wiv, of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
Cashier; the Hon. George A. Hal- 
sey, ex-Congressman and head of 
the great leather house of Samuel Hal- 

sey & Son; William Clark, President 
of the Clark Thread Company, which has 
large works in Newark and in Paisley, 
Scotland; Lewis C. Grover, President of the 
Mutual Benefit Life-lnsurance Company, of 
Newark: Edward H. Wright, who inherited 
a fortune from his father, William Wright; 
Henry C. Howell, Secretary of the T. P. 
Howell Manufacturing Company, a large

ment as the Mechanics’ National. It was 
the great bank of the State, and this 
has come upon us like a thunder-clap out of 
a clear sky.” The confidence of the people 
of Newark in the stability of the bank was 
well founded. so far as official figures could 
make it well founded. The sworn statement 
of the Cashier, made on Oct. 1, gives the fol- 
lowing rosy account of the resources and lia- 
bilities of the bank, and upon the strength | 
of such figures as these depositors were . 
amply justified in looking upon the Me 
chanics’ National as a very stronghold of 
finance:

THE — STATEMENT 1 
was falsified, as the books of the bank have 
been falsified for the last twelve years by the 
Cashier, but it succeeded in completely hood- 
winking the confiding Directors. It was very 


difficult yesterday to obtain’ facts in regard 


to the enormous defalcation which has re-. 
sulted in the ruin of the Mechanics’ Nation- 
al. At the house of Cashier Baldwin, Henry 
M. Burnet, the United States Deputy Mar- 
shal who had the prisoner in charge, said 
that Baldwin had nothing to say to the press 
at present. Joseph A. Halsey, the President, 
was sick in bed, and most of the other D- 
rectors were invisible. Finally 

ONE OF THE BOARD 
was found who consented to tell the wa 
so far as he knew it, provided nis n was . 
not used. He is reported to have all 
that he possessed by the defalcation of Bald- 
win, and, as he narrated this histery, he 
puffed vigorously on a pipe of tobacco, as he 
said, to counteract his nervousness. At 
times tears filled his eyes as he spoke of the 
villainy of Baldwin, whom he had trusted 
He said: 

Yesterday morning Mr. Baldwin, our cashier, 
sent a message to Stephen A. Condict, our Vice- 
President, asking for an interview and appoint- 
ing the hour at llo’ciock. Mr. Condict met him, 
and the cashier then revealed to him the fact 
that the bank wasruined. The Examiner, he 
said, was to come toflay, and the bank could not 
stand the examination. He said that there was 
a deficit in his accotints of over $2,000,000, and 
that be was rea@dy.to spend the rest 
of his life in rison to atone for 
his crime. Mr. Cangdict was bewildered at first. 
He bas been virtun President of the bank, 
as Mr. Halsey is vety old and unabie to take an 
active part iu the ement. He is a shrewd 
man, and the idea that he could have been so 
deceived completely dazed bim. He left Bdld- 
win, and at once seut a summons to all the Di- 
rectors calling a meeting fc last evening, We 
came together in the house of President Halsey 
at 7 o'clock. Nearly every member of the board 
was present, and then for the first time we 
learned of the disaster which had overtaken us. 
Mr. Condict told us 

WHAT BALDWIN HAD SAID TO HIM, 

announced that the bank was insolvent, that 
there was a deficit of from $2,000,000 to $2,500,000, 
and that, according to Baldwin's story, every 
dollar of the missing money had gone into the 
house of C. Nugent & Co. Baldwin was called 
upon, and he said that he held the unredeemed 
notes of Nugent & Co. He had gone into the 
business without the knowledge of the Direct- 
ors. It wasaprivate matter between Baldwin 
and Nugent, and no collateral was taken to 
secure the notes. The Directors never saw or 
heard of these notes until the revelation of last 
night. 
“DID BALDWIN MAKE ANY EXPLANATION | 
of his action in thus doaning the bank’s mon- 
ey without authority and without adequate 
security?“ was asked. 

Ale said that, about twelve years ago, he 
began to loan the bank’s money to Nugeat, 
without consulting the President or Direct- 
ors. Nugent was unable to pay, and other 
loans followed. Take a loan of $3v,000, for 
example. When the note became due, Nu- 
gent would pay, say, $15,000 and then bor 
row $40,000 more. In this way the indebted- 
ness was constantly increasing. Nugent, he 
said, kept promising to pay, and putting him 
off until the amount. of the defalb 
cation reached its present enormous 
figures. Baldwin, in his statement to 
us, did not specify the amount of - 
any of the loans. Nugent, he says, kept tell- 
ing him that the bank would do nothing, and 
in the position in which he found himself he 
was obliged to take his Word. 

WHEN THE ROPE WAS ABOUT HIS 
Nugent changed his tone. He told Baldwin 
then that, if che matter was exposed, it would 
ruin both of them, and that, by carrymmg the 
thing on a little longer, they could probably 
both save themselves. It was carried on 
until Baldwin saw .that the exposure with 
the coming of the Bank Examiner was 
inevitable, and then he came to us and made 
a clean breast of it.”

was chartered as a State bank in 18A, and 
became a National bank in 1805. It was used 
by the City of Newark, the County of ‘Essex, 
and nearly ali the large corporations of New- 
ark as a place of deposit for their funds, 
while many of the smaller banks used it as a 
clearing-house. 

IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE TO DISCOVER ALL 
who were involyed by the failure, and the 
heavy depositors, when called upon, all 
denied that they embarrassed by the 
suspension.

As 
a financier’ he was looked upon as 
having no equal in the State 
of New Jersey, and his opinions on 
finance were regarded as oracles by the av- 
erage Jersevman. He entered the bank 
when it was a State institution, twenty-nine 
years ago, as un boy, and worked his way 
up through clerkships until he became 
paying teller, After the death of Matthias 
W. Day, the Cashier, in 1862, Baldwin 
was made Cashier and has served in that ca- 
pacity ever since. Ile received a salary of 
&7,500, and had apparently always lived with- 
in his means. Ile resided in a brown-stone 
house, but that is believed to have been pur- 
chased by money of his wife, who * 
him 830,000 on her marridge.

WALL STREET. 
GREATLY SHOCKED.

New York, Oct. 51.—Wall street bankers 
were naturally greatly shocked at the reve- 
lations concerning the failure, and few could 
believe the statement as to its magnitude. 
Many declared that the Cashier of no National 
bank could have managed, however shrewd 
his manipulations, to possess himself of so 
great a sum as that named. Manager Will- 
iam A. Camp, of the Bank Clearing-House, 
was amon;* those who discredited the report. 
1 don’t see how it.could have been pos- 
sible,” he said,“ for any bank officers to have 
taken such an enormous sum as $2,000,000, 
and I am free to say 1 believe the 
rumors that reach us are no only unofticial, 
but are gross exaggeratiohg. One authori- 
ty averred that Mr. Baldwin was recently in- 
vited to accept the Presidency of a prominent 
banking institution in this city, a flattering 
pecuniary. inducement being tendered him. 
it was elsewhere said that he had also 

" - REFUSED A TEMPTING OFTER 
to join a Wall street firm. Mr. Baldwin came 
to the city twice a week regularly, and was 
on such oeceasions aiways-to be found in 
„the street, making his headquarters in a 
broker’s office. The occasion of these 
visits to Wall street was OS- 
tensibly in the interest of the 
Newark bank, and it was not generally sup- 
posed that he speculated in stocks; but 
when today’s neus came many watters 
not before considered worthy were 
given much weight. Many circum- 
stances were remembered which at 
thetime of their appearances were deemed 
meaningless, and as they recurred and were 
discussed the conviction grew that the New- 
ark Cashier had not wholly revealed himself;

The Directors are in session with closed 
doors, and the wildest rumors are afloat 
which are impossible to verify. No suspicion 
is yet felt toward any other than the Cash- 
ier, who had the unlimited confidence of 
the President and Directors. The Cashier, 
fearing a visit from the National Bank Ex- 
aminer, called the Directors together yester- 
day, and confessed the terrible condition of 
affairs. I he city and county had about $40,-

dends. It is not yet known where the money 
has gone, but it;is alleged the Cashier has 
been engaged in Wall street speculations.

BALDWIN THEN STATED 
voluntarily that about the year 1575 he began 
to make loans to C. Nugent & Co., morocco 
manufacturers, without security or sanction 
of the Directors. Maving begun, he was in 
the power of Nugent & Co,, and continued 
the accommodations, sometimes loaning them 
$50,000 in one month, till the total increased 
to a ruinous amount. Nugent assured him 
he had a large property and capital 
in the business, whieh would make alt- the 
loans good. Nugent was well aware he 
(Baldwin) was using the bank’s money, 
and always promised to surrender his prop- 
erty in ease of any trouble. Under these 
circumstances the loan increased till it 
reached over $2,000,000, The manner in 
which this business was transacted was this: 
Nugent would give drafts on friends in New 


York, which would be cypedited to him as 
cash, and Baldwin wodald © the bank’s 
money to take up the dmé#fS wihen_due.

counts to be correct. Finally, however, the 
losses were placed in the accounts of the 
Mechanics’ Bank of New York, agent of the 
Newark Bank, so that while it appeared that 
the Newark bank had claims for $2,000,000 
against the New York bank, in truth 
the Newark bank owes the New 
York bank $200,000, This difference 
is almost wholly due to the irregu- 
transactions with Nugent. Ille said 
he had speculated very little, fand losignoth- 
ingin that way. District-Attorney Keasley 
suys Nugent can be held® liable for his part 
of the transaction under Sec. 5,209 of ‘the 
United States Revised Statutes. A rumor 
that Nugent made an assignment today was 
premature, His accounts are involved with 
the bani’s, and await further developments. 
CURRENT RUMOR 
is, of course, endless agd varied. The main 
fact. is the old and painful story of stock 
gaibling, robbery, and ruin. Cashier Bald- 
win is at his own house in bed. The affi- 
devits upon which Baldwin was arrested 
allege a confession of the crime, and thatthe 
abstractions were covered up by false en- 
tries, that the amount taken exceeds 2,000, - 
000, and that the bank is insolvent and 
ruined. What this implics may be imagined 
from the fact that the Mechanics’ Bank 
has hitherto stood in the very front 
rank among the Newark banks, having been 
most prosperous during the half-century 
since its charter, and has been paying divi- 
derds of 14 per cent, > per cent semi-annual- 
ly. In fact, the Mechanics’ was considered 
the strongest and safest bank in Newark— 
almost too prudent and conservative. Its 
Board of Directors ineludes some of the 
wealthiest and foremost citizens. How the 
loss Will be distributed cannot now be known. 
li is reported that there will be some very 
caintal ani ruineus commercial “ after- 
¢laps”’ in the way of failures of houses 
which the Mechanics’ Bank hadbeen “ carry- 
ing. Supposed instances are freely named, 
but. it would, of course, be unjust to give 
publicity to these names at the present time, 
when nothing is positively known. The de- 
faulting Cashier had long been both esteemed 
and liked in Newark, and his fellows in 
ofiice in other Newark banks seem to be as 
much grieved as surprised. This is saying 
much, sinee ~ 
THE SURPRISE IS SIMPLY BOUNDLESS. 

One prominent citizen remarked that he 
would as soon have thought of one of the 
churches turning over and standing on the 
tip of its spire. While Baldwin was making 
the statement to the Directors Sunday, con- 
fessing his own guilt, the bells on Trinity 
Episcopal Church, of which he was a mem- 
ber, and to which he had subseribed liber- 
ally, were calling the faithful to worship. 
Little, indeed, did Baldwin’s old church 
friends think, as they sat in church last 
night, that one of their leading lights was at 
that moment confessing himself a thief. 

It appears that Baldwin was at one time 
Trustee of a prominent Newark savings in- 
stitution which deposited in the Mechanics’ 
Bank. Through some misunderstanding he 
resigned, and the savings-bank withdrew 
their account from the . Mechanics’, thus 
guarding against the present failure.

the Mechanics’ National Bank. He gave bail 
in $25,000 to answer the charge. The arrest 
was based on the voluntary statement of the 
Cashier in regard to the loans to Nugent. 
Nugent’s bondsmen were George B. Jenkin- 
son and James Smith Jr. The complaint 
against Nugent was made by United States 
Commissioner A. Q. Keasby. 

THE BANK SEEMS TO HAVE BEEN 
inextricably involved with the extensive 
morocco manufacturing firm of C. Nugent & 
Co. The State Banking Company, whose 
funds were nightly deposited there, were 
somewhat embarrassed by the failure of the 
bank, but drew from it some $12,000 in bonds, 
which were also deposited there, and rede- 
posited them in the Essex County Bank.

His 
salary as Cashier was %7,000 per annum. 
Personally he waspopular, and his relatives 
and friends include the most prominent peo- 
ple in Newark.

SPECULATION IN WALL STREET, ‘ 
and it is believed the misfortunes of the bank 
are due to this fact. That there have been 
other causes for the failure is known, in ad- 
dition to speculation, but the bulk of the 
money has undoubtedly been sunk in the 
New York stock-market. A number of divi- 
dends payable at the bank are said to have 
been declared by varions companies, and the 
money, was deposited to meet them. They 
are, of course, non-payable. The last semi- 
annual dividend of the bank was 7 per cent. 
The stockholders of the bank are liable for 
the fullamonntof the holdings—that is to 
say, each stockholder for $100 must pav 
S100, besides ' losing the value of his 
stock. The Government’s Bank Exam- 
iner arrived at the bank this morn- 
ing, and with the aid of the clerks 
began his examination. Various rumors 
have been set afloat concerning other banks, 
but have been disproved without exception. 
So far as known, no other institutuon is 
affected to any extent. The effect upon the 
business of the community has not yet been 
shown, but will undoubtedly be developed 
tomorrow.

Ax THE TREASURY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 31.-—The failure 
of the Newark bank, and the fact that its 
depositors and stockholders are entirely 
without security, will undoubtedly be made 
use of in Congtess by the opponents of the 
National banking system as an argument to 
show the inadequacy of the present law to 
protect depositors. The law furnishes no 


— 


adequate security fer stockholders, and the 


examination by the Bank Examiners do net 
seem to have protected the depositors. It is 
diffieult to see, however, how this can be 
avoided, as it is stated at te 
Treasury the books of the bank when last 
examined had no record of this $2,000,000, 
held by this New York bank.

A New Dramatic Honolog by the Poet

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


OF BUILDINGS DESTROYED. 

NEW York, Oct. 31.— About II o'clock this 
morning fire broke out in the engine-house 
of Mayer & Bachman’s brewery, at Clitton, 
Staten Island. The flames spread with re- 
markable rapidity, and the entire block of 
builds was soon enveloped, the brewery 
being situated m the midst of a 
number of frame shanties. The -lat- 
ter were ‘abandoned by the oceu- 
pants, who fled in terror. When the 
brewery buildings had been burning half an 
hour the firemen 
voted their efforts to saving the adjoining 
dwellings. At 1 o’clock there was danger 
of a boiler explosion, and the police; in an- 
ticipation of such calamity, cleared the 
streets and guarded the approaches. The 
loss is estimated at $500,000. Hundreds of 
persons are thrown out of employment. 

The brewery building secupied nearly half 
anacre. ‘wo ice houses and storage waults, 
recently erected at a cost ef 380,000, were not 
insured, The loss on stock, including 3.000 
tons of ice, 700 busnels of malt, and 8,000 
burrels of beer, is over 810.000, and on build- 
ings, machinery, and fixtures &200,000 more. 
Mayer intends rebuilding at once. Insur- 
nee about 8350, 000.

A Memphis Woman’s Means of Leav- 
ing the World.

of her Head above the eyes, scattering her 
brains on the furniture, floor, and wails of 
the room. The noise made by the gun at- 
tracted the néighbors, who broke open the 
door and witnessed the horrible spectacle 
presented. On the bed was found an empty 
chloroform bottle, which indicated that she 
had attempted *suicide by that means. Her 
husband came home soon after the occur- 
rence, and manifested much grief over the 
fate of his wife. He pretended ignorance, 
or, really, did not know any cause for the 
horrible deed. She is said to have been suf- 
fering from temporary aberration superin- 
duced by morphine.

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„PROGRESS in Sunday’s TRIBUNE makes 


some very severe strictures on the methods 
of teaching in the Chicago public schools. 
He declares that the system lacks flexibility; 
that it urges mediocrity too far and cramps 
talent and genius; that it holds the brilliant 
pupil and the dull pupil to the same iron 
rule, and so adapts itself to the capacities of 
neither. The writer de¢lares that the tend- 
ency of the system is “to check any display 
of ingenuity in aeq'.irme knowledge. In a 
word, that itis a rigid routine which pro- 
ceeds on the theory that two boys are as like 
as two peas, whereas they are, in fact, as 
wide apart in mental capacity as the poles, 
requiring a constant and sleepless exercise of 
discrimination and judgment on the part of 
the instructor. He declares that the system 
is “seedy: that a revolution in school- 
teaching in this country is near at hand“: 
and that in the new order of things “ practi- 
cal training must take the place of “meth- 
ods.”” The inference from the remarks of 
“Progress” is clearly that, in his opinion, 
the Superintendents and teachers under 
the system in vogue are mere memorizers, 
who in turn teach memorizing and 
little else; that they regard the graded 
system as perfection itself: and hence 
that there is no hope of reform from 
the inside. All this shows that “ Prog- 
ress is a disciple of Charles Francis Adams 
Jr., whose paper on “Scientific Common- 
School Edneation’’ appeared in Harper's 
Monthly for November, 1880. The fruit of

These two documents have produced a fee!- 
ing of mortification in the public mind—of 
mortification that such vast sums of money 
should be expended in this country for com- 
mon-school educational purposes with such 
inadequate results.

In another cabin Mr. Locke 
saw a bed consisting of four posts driven into 
the ground, some stringers covered with 
rough boards, and on the boards dried leaves 
and heather covered by some old potato sacks. 
This is the manner of living ot the Irish peo- 
ple, against whom Mr. Gladstone is employ- 
ing the “resources of civilization.” When 
Mr. Locke entered the Emerald Isle he was 
prejudiced against the Irish. Ile says he 
tried to convince Mr. Parnell! that he was a 
dewagog; that thelrish had no reason for 
agitation; that freland could only be proper- 
ly ruled by the English: ana that they ought 
to be thankfulto the kind Providence that 
had given them a superior race to protect 
and care for them.”

DEMOCRATIC NOTIONS OF REVENUE. 

For lack of a better one, Mr. Sam Randall, 
of Pennsylvania, Speaker of the last llouse, 
may be regarded as the leader of the 
Democratic party. ‘There is certainly no one 
who exercises individually more influence 
over the connsels of the party than he does. 
The Democratic Congressmen followed him 
like sheepin their inconsequential discussion 
of the funding project last winter. tle will 
be the Democratic candidate for Speaker 
next winter. lle will pass for a statesman 
easier than Gen. Haneock, who was the 
Democratic eandidate for President. Alto- 
gether he is as conspicuous a figure as there 
is inthe Democratic party, and his utter- 
unces have considerable signilicance as indi- 
cating what the Democratic party would be 
likely to do if it secured control of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Randall made a speech in New York 
last week. IIis ostensible purpose was to as- 
sist the Democrats to elect their local ticket, 
but he confined. his remarks almost entirely 
to National topics. Some of the positions he 
took were asteunding. He vindicated the 
Democratic plan for refunding, which re- 
ceived the condemnation of the country gen- 
eraily and failed, aud in the face of the fact 
that all the necessary refunding has been ae- 
complished. He proposed to embarrass the 
Treasury, hazard a new suspension of spe- 
cle payments, and create distrust and per- 
haps panic by paying out 8100, 000, 000 of spe- 
cie held by the Government for the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks; the Greenbackers them- 
selves would not dare at this time to suggest 
anything more startling. But the feature of 
his speech which ought to receive special at- 
tention is his declartion in favor of repealing 
“all laws which impose internal taxes.“ In 
other words, he proposes to sacrifice revenue 
which amounts to more than 810,000,000 for 
the current year, nearly all of which is col- 
lected upon the luxurious vices of liquor and 
tobacco. 

This movement for the abolition of whisky 
and tobacco taxes seems to be gaining a 
strong foothold in the Democratic party. It 
was ‘boldly advocated by Alexander II. 
Stephens, of Georgia, during the last Presi- 
dential campaign, and was received with fa- 
vor throughout the greater portion of the 
South. The reason for this is to be songht 
in the large production of spirits and tobacco 
in the South. Over $61,000,000 in taxes were 
collected in 1880 from spirits and nearly $39,- 
000,000 from tobacco. But the fact is, that 
the taxes in both cases are paid ultimately 
by the consumers of these articles. The 
manufacturers and dealers are merely agents 
in paying these taxes, which are reassessed 
upon the individhal drinkers, smokers, and 
chewers all over the world. Neither whisky 
nor tobacco would be much cheaper at retail 
after the ‘repeal of the tax. Ine manufact- 
urers and the dealers would be the only ben- 
eficiaries of a loss of more than 8100, 000.000 
lience the 
movement for the repeal of the internal rey- 
enue taxes, so far as the South is concerned, 
is a selfish class movement. 

Randall’s motive for advocating the repeal 
of the internal revenue laws is equally self- 
ish and sectional. He foresees a movement 
for the reduction of taxes on account ot a 
surplusage of revenue. Ile represents a cer- 
tain portion of the ultra-protected classes. 
He feels that any reduction of taxation war- 
ranted by surplus revenue will naturally fall 
on the excessive portions of the tariff, which, 
in many r@speets, is a burden uvon the peo- 
ple. He wants to forestall such a movement, 
and is entirely willing, if possible, to use the 

moeratie party to that end: and he would 
st in persuading the South that it would 
the gainer, though the people at the 
uth as wellas the North—the consumers 
every where—wouid be the losers. He knows 
that if all the surplus revenue, and more too, 
were stricken off by repeal of the internal 
revenue taxes, then there would be no »ppor- 
tunity for any movement for the reduction of 
the customs taxes. This fact explains his 
motive and that of others who represent the 
same sectional interests. 


tional use of all that portion of tae internal 
revenue now regarded as a surplus which 
ought to commend itself to the people of the 
South as well as of the North, to the Penusyl- 
vania people as well as the Illinols people, to 
Democrats and Republicans alike. Repeal 
the United States licenses on liquor-dealers, 
which cause most of the complaint and cost 
the Government for collection nearly as 
much as they yield in revenue, raise the tax 
on spirits from 90 cents to $1, and set aside 
the entire revenues from spirits and beer as 
an educational fund, to be distributed pro 
rata among the States and Territories for the 
maintenance of free public schools. This 
would give an annual revenue beginning 
with more than $50,000,000, or about $1 per. 
capita of the whole population, for -the 
schools, and would relieve the real-estate 
owners, whether in the cities or in 
the eountry, of the heavy taxes now 
assessed upon them tor school pur- 
poses in States where the public-school 
system flourishes, and provide abundant 
school facilities in those States which are 
too poor or too indifferent to support schools 
ef their oon. There would then be no sur- 
plus revenue to eneourage a movement 
among the protected manufacturers, the dis- 
tillers, and the tobaceo men for abolishing 
the taxes on whisky and tobacco. No one

habits for the purpose of educating the 
masses. The whisky-drinkers and tobacco- 
smokers would continue to pay the taxes 
without grumbling, The agifation for repeal 
would cease. - 

If Randall had the elements of statesman- 
ship or leadership in his composition he 
would seize upon this proposition and seek 
to secure for his party the advantage of 
urging it. But the policy is too broad and 
too National in its character to attract the 
Democratic. politician. Nevertheless, the 
idea will gain ground, and, once fairly be- 
fore the American. people, it will be hailed 
with so much enthusiasm that the politicians 
will be bound to adopt it. “Meanwhile the 
Democratic party will excite new distrust by 
encouraging the repeal of the internal rev- 
enue laws, whether such a movement be 


suggested for the benefit of the distillers and 


tobacco manufacturers of the South, or be- 
cause, as Randall says, if you take off all 
intérnal taxation you must keep up the high 
protective tariff.”’

COMBATING ‘FASHION. 

There is a somewhat curious affair now 
agitating the public mind iu England, growing 
out of the labors of a patriotic society of 
“noble” ladies, formed to promote certain 
branches of trade. This society is under the 
lead of Lady Bective and of Lady Ilchester. 
Ii seems that prior to 1874 the manufacture 
of “lustre” woolen goods was a most Im- 
portant branch of the production of the 
‘rown of Bradford, in England, but since 
that time the industry has fallen into decay, 
the prices of that class of goods have fallen 
olf greatly, and the demand for woolens has 
ceased, both for export and for home con- 
sumption. The promoters of this society are 
two distinguished leaders of the aristocracy. 
They propose to appeal to the British people, 
male and female, and especially the female, 
to purchase and use woolen goods manufact- 
ured in the Kingdom exclusively of British 
wools. The domestic woolens which they 
wish adopted in general use are the * lustre” 
woolsof Yorkshire, the “tweeds” of Scot- 
land, the homespuns’”’ and flannels of Wales, 
and the “friezes” of Ireland. These ladies 
call themselves and are called by other people 
** Patronesses,” and are 200 in number, in- 
cluding four persons of royal affinities. 
Lady Bective and Lady Ilchester, not content 
with the patronage of the Duchess of Edin- 
burg, the Princess Christian, the Duchess of 
Cambridge, and the Duchess of Teck, aimed 
for even higher patronage, and addressed a 
request, through her secretary, to the Princess 
of Wales that she would head the list. The 
answer of Mr. Holzman, the secretary, is how 
published, and, to the astonishment of the 
„noble“ 200, she declines the useof her name 
for any such purpose, The dismay of the 200 
ladies, to say nothing of the four “royal” 
members, is great. In their letter making 
the request, Lady Ilchester stated that when 
they had secured the name of the Princess 
of Wales it was proposed to publish “the 
lists of the supporters [of the society] in the 
J.ondon papers, and then to have the list copied 
into every local and county paper all over 
England. and all the farmers and manufact- | 
urers Will see that at least some effort has 
been made by the upper classcs to promote 
their cause as much as possible.“ 

The reasons given for the action of the 
Princess are explained by Mr. Ilolrman to be 
that it was a question of political propriety 
whether the importations of colonial wool 
should be reduced or prohibited by tariff 
duties, and whether the manufacture of 
one class of woolen goods Should be pro- 
moted at the cost of the other. The Princess, 
in her position, did not feel called upon to 
appear as taking part in these controverted 
questions. 

The Landon Times, while approving of 
the action of the Princess, suggests that 
the reasons given will not be .accepted 
to be as wise as the action itself. The 
ladies cldtim that these lustre wools have 
simply gene out of fashion, and that since 
1874 the leaders of fashion in Paris have 
decreed that the dull wools of French 
manufacture and of French growth were 
alone to be worn. The French market was 
then lost, and the loss to the British manu- 
facturers followed. Womanlike they de- 
mand that the foreign goods be prohibited. 
This is substantiaily the whole story, and the 
result attained is the organization of 200 no- 
ble ladies of fashion, includmg four ladies of 
the royal household, who have undertaken 
to beat down fashion and force the lustre 
wools into general use and to the exclusion 
of the “dull, lustreless French” woolen 
goods. As to the outcome of the struggle 


the London Times says: 

In these days an attempt to divert the flow of 
trade by artificial means is not an easy task. 
bas often been made; it has seldom succeeded. 
Fashion comes and goes; new fabrics supersede 
old ones: and British trade annals are full of 
the rise and faliot special branches of manu- 
facture. In thie instanee the objects of the 
association are, perhaps, somewhat more bope- 
ful than those of most projects of this character, 
and those who originated it certainly deserve 
praise for good and patriotic intentions, 


THE ITALIAN AND AUSTRIAN EMPERORS. 

hing Humbert and Kaiser Francis Joseph 
have met at Pontafel and kissed each other. 
No Socialist or Nihilist was ngracious 
enough to interfere with the royal salute, 
and the political quidnuncs of Europe are 
all agog over the hidden meaning of the 
osculation, for kissing between royalties does 
not always go by favor, but has cabalistic 
imports not apparent on the surface. It may 
be that King Humbert, who has never cut 


much of a figure in the conferences of 


European sovereigns, and hds been some- 
what hidden from sight in the geographical 
boot, desired to come more prominéntly be- 
fore the world and to elevate himself to a 
more important position, and to make it ap- 
pear at least that he is a piece of some im- 
portance on the political chess-board, and 
not a mere pawn to be exchanged for 
any other pawn without influencing the 
character of the game. If this were 
his only object, he has satisfactorily 
accomplished it, for Francis Joseph has 
treated him like a Prince, made him com- 
mander of a regiment, has wined and dined 
him, taken him to the opera, has given: him 
private concerts, the oer, Margaret has 
been furnished public opportunities to dis- 
play her sang-de-bœuſ hued velvet dress, 
diamond tiaras, diamond-sprinkled feather- 
roses, and pearl necklaces. This is the out- 
ward show; but is there not something un- 
derneath it all? Germany, Austria, and Rus- 
sia have renewed the triple league. What 
more natural than that Italy should be eager 
to get into the alliance, asasafe shelter when 
she and France come into collision over the 
disposition of the North of Africa? Suchan 
alliance would isolate France, and render it 
extremely hazardous for her to engage in 
any war affecting the interests of any Power 
in the alliance. There is no love lost be- 
tween France and Italy, and there never has 
been, while the old jealousies have been 
made still more bitter by recent events. The 
contemptuous snubbing of Italy in the Tunis 
matter, the insults of the French press, the 
shooting down of the Italians in Marseilles, 
have all intensified tne feeling of bitterness, 
It may, be also that Humbert is wiser and 
more far-seeing than he has been given 
credit for. There is a time for settlements 
coming, and at no distant day. One of these 
settlements must be that of the Egyptian 
question. Italy has large interests there, but 
France and England, who have affected the 
proprietorship of Egypt, have never con- 
sidered the elaims of Italy or counted her as 
a in the settlement gt the problem. 
Now ‘that Russia, Germany, and Austria |

have concluded that the Egyptian question is | 


not simply an Anglo-French, but a European, 
question, what can be more natural than that 
Italy should wish to get into their alliance 
and have their powerful influences working 
in her behalf? But there are many other set- 
tlements to be made, and it behooves a prudent 
monarch, especially if he happen to belong to 
the smaller Powers, to so shape his course as 
to have powerful friends on the reckoning- 
day. Some of these settlements are already 
beginning to be apparent. Austria, already 
in substantial possession of Bosula and Her- 
zegovina, is bound to stretch her present 


acquisitions down to the Archipelago, with 


Salonica for her outlet, and may possibly 
take Servia also. . The remnant of Turkey in 
Europe will be struggled over. Greece may 
get a still further merease of her new front- 
ier by taking in the northwestern corner of 
Epirus and the Island of Candia, whieh she 
has two or three times nearly secured. 
France may be compensated with Belgium, 
while Germany may give back Lorraine, 1 
taining Alsace, and take Ilolland to secure 
her ocean front. So far as England is con- 
cerned, the powerful allianee may pay no at- 
tention to her, as the three Emperors may take 
it into their heads that She has enough already. 
Where will Russia find her spoils? Evi 
dently not in Europe, for she has no anurbi- 
tions westward, but in Asia, where she is 
already vigorously pressing on the one land 
towards India and on the other towards 
China. The natural drift of events points 
towards a new division of the map of Eu- 
rope, and it seems hardly probable that 
Wilhelm and the Czar, and Francis Joseph 
and the (ar, and Francis Joseph and Hum- 
bert, and Bismarck and Gambetta, should have 
been in personal communication during the 
past few months and not talked over these 
new moves on the board. Ilumbert may 
have kissed Francis Joseph as a mere mark 
of soeial regard, but it is hardly possible that 
osculation would be wasted in this manner 
or that it would have been bestowed at all 
unless he were desirous of getting into the 
Happy Family, all of whom he kissed by 
proxy when he saluted Francis Joseph. 
UNEASY GERMANY. 

The condition of politics in the German 
Empire has a revolutionary aspeet which is 
the natural result of a series of imperial 
biunders during the last five years—blunders 
which have at last called forth the protest of 
the German people in the receut elections, 
and which have also caused great disturb- 
ance throughout the civilized world, though 
the source of these disturbances has not 
been generally understood, It may, at first 
thought, seem a little far-fetched to say that 
German legislation was to a very considerable 
extent responsible for the tardiness of the 
pecovery from the financial panic of 1873 in 
this country, and yet it ean be clearly shown 
that this was the case, and also that the con- 
sequences of that inistaken legislation are 
even yet influencing financial and political 
affairs throughout the world. 

Five years ago the German Premier, Bis- 

marck, was aiming not only at the mili- 
tary but the financial. suprema of 
Europe, and the stepping-stone to this 
was the suecess of Germany in the 
war of 1871 against France. Bismarck saw 
what had been foreseen by England haif a 
century before—viz:: that the volume of 
traffic in the commercial world was increas 
ing in much greater ratio than the stock of 
metallle money, and that whatever natlog 
could get control of the greater portion of 
this would sooner or later be the. financial 
dictator of the world. The war indemnity 
which France was compelled to pay to Ger- 
many was (*1,000,000,@00) a thousand millions 
of dollars, an amount equal to at least one- 
half of all the gold coin and gold bullion 
presumed to be in Europe, and equal to at 
least one-third of all the gold coin and gold 
bullion presumed to exist in the whole world. 
lilere was the great opportunity. Bismarck 
decided not only to take advantage of it, but 
also to precipitate its anticipated results. In 
order to make this conquest of the world 
more rapid and certain Germany demonetized 
silver, and under German influence all the 
Scandinavian States of Europe 
either persuaded or intimidated into 
adopting the same policy, The object 
was to diminish the amount of legal-tender 
coin money in the world by one-half, which 
would have the effect of doubling the propor- 
tion of such stock of legal-tender coin money 
which France would be obliged to pay to 
Germany, and so give the latter the financial 
supremacy of Europe. But the project 
falled! Germany is not a surplus wealth 
producing country like France—therefore 
Germany could not keep the money. French 
soll, products, industry, and financial ability 
were more than a match for German prow- 
88. 
: Hiow France managed to liquidate the 
enormous German claim without letting Ger- 
many get possession of any great portion of 
it in actual coin will always remain one of 
the marvels of financial history, butsuch was 
the result. Germany has been obliged to 
recede from her exelusive gold standard, es- 
tublished Jan. 1, 1876. and acknowledge her- 
self defeated in the attempt te become 
even an “important” financial power in 
Europe. But the effeets of her attempt were 
felt all over the world. In 1876, when Ger- 
many began to sell off about $250,000,000 of 
her silver coin circulation in order to give 
place to the goiden stream expected from 
France, the value of silver declined (or gold 
advanced) until in July, 1876, gold was at a 
premium of 45 per cent over its usual rela- 
tive value in silver. This increase in the 
value of gold was shown in a decline in the 
prices of all commodities throughout the 
world, and produced a disorganization of the 
East Lndia and China trades, which was re- 
flected in the numefous great failures in 
Great Britain during that and the succeeding 
year. It is only within the past two years 
that the United States has begun to recover 
from the effect of this bismarckian. policy. 

The failure of Bismarck’s firnancial scheme 
of 1876 is the source of the unt divisions 
between two great classes of politicians in 
Germany—viz.: the various shades of sup- 
porters of the Administration on the one 
side, and the various shades of the dissatis- 
fied opponents of the Government on the 
other. Among the latter are the Jews, upon 
whom the Government party has endeavored 
to throw some of the odiumof the Govern- 
ment fiasco of 1876. This has been carried 
so far as to attempt, first, to ostracise the 
Jews by excluding their young men from the 
universities, and, second, by reviving the old 
popular hatred and persecution of the Middle 
Ages. All this is blundering on the part of 
the Government, and of which the effects 
cannot be yet foreseen. 

In 1879, in order to make political capital 
with the peasantry and agricultural classes, 
the Government placed a tax on consumers 
of imported foreign breadstuffs, and largely 
increased the duty on provisions. Pre 
vious to eighteen imonthns ago breadstuffs 
had been entirely free, and the duty on pro- 
visions had been very light. Now the duty 
on provisions is at the rate of about one and 
one-third cents per pound (12 marks per 100 
kilos). All this is a help to the farmers, but 
is a tax on all the other branches of labor, 
which are by far the largest class, In re- 
sponse to the complaints of this latter class 
the duty on breadstuffs was suspended after 
a few months, and then again reimposed at a 
higher rate, and then again reduced, until it 
is doubtful just where it dees stand. All 
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the attempt to appease the various factons 
of the people, and yet all are dissatisfied. 
Under the heavy expenses of au imperial 
Government the people are becoming poorer, 
and the hopeless aspect of affairs is causing 
a great increase of emigration. Out ofa 
total of 669,431 immigrants who cane into 
the United States from all parts of the world 
in the year toJune 30, 1881, there were 210. 
485 of them from Germany, or one-third of 
all that came from the whole of Europe. 

The struggle which Germany inaugurated 
in 1876 for the control of the world’s stock 
of gold money has now turned into astrug- 
gle on the vart of all Europe to prevent it 
coming to the United States. This is the 
real secret of the French opposition to the 
importation of American breadstuffs and 
provisions. Under the pretext of fears of 
trichinm, the importation of American pro- 
visions into France (except lard) has been 
practically prohibited, and the import of 
American breadstuffs discouraged by the im- 
port duty of 1 franc and 20 centimes per 100 
kilos. England is helpless because she must 
have American food or starve. She cannot 
afford to adopt the tactics of France and Ger- 
many, and the latter country is becoming 
more and more uneasy as the collapse of all 
her great expectations of five years ago shows 
itself more certainly.

The Mark Lane Express, in its review of 
the grain trade the past week, says: The 
week’s rain, whilst generally benefiting 
wheat-sowing, was unfavorable for thrash- 
ing and marketing grain, samples again 
proving unsatisfactory Prices of native 
wheats were very irregular throughout the 
week. At most provincial exchanges prices 
declined one shilling. . Sellers in London 
Friday were willing to accept a further re- 
‘duction of one shilling on Monday’s decline 
if buyers were dispused to deal. Trade be- 
come very inanimate. The amount of busi- 
ness done was trifiing. 

Flour was rather more plentiful, but dull 
and rather slow sale at a decline of about 6 
pence. Foreign breadstuffs were particu- 
lariy dull and values quoted irregularly 
lower. There was a fair consumptive de- 
demand in Loudon Friday at a decline gen- 
erally of 1 shilling for red and 6 pence to 1 
shilling for white. 

There was a liberal supply of Indian 
wheats in Liverpool. Bombay grades de- 
clined 1 pence per cental, while the best 
bid Saturday being 1 shilling 6 penee under 
sellers’ demands. Trade in forward was 
very quiet.” Only seven wheat cargoes ar- 
rived during the week, of which five 
were withdrawn. Twenty were due, ot 
Which about two-thirds are of white 
wheat. Sales of English wheat during 
the week, 55,509 quarters at 47 shillings. per 
quarter, against 45,076 quarters at 45 shillings 
7 penee per quarter for the corresponding 
week last year. 

Floating bulk continues to increase. Buy- 
ers are holding off in anticipation of lower 
rates. Theopinion prevails that the value 
of maize is too high to be maintained. Sub- 
stitutes, such as grinding barley and foreign 
oats, are cheap, and therefore buyers are 
cautious regarding maize at present value.

vis, falls somewhat behind the showing of 
the same. cities last week, when the figures 
stood $1,209,579,900. The percentage of in- 
wrease over the corresponding week of last 
year is somewhat higher, however, being 
14.5, against 10.2 the previous week. In New 
York the percentage of gain was higher 
thau last week, being 12.2 against 6.8. Legi- 
timate business in t city was reported re 
markably good the past week, the notable 
feature being the distribution of dry goods, 
for which there appears to be al unprecedeiit- 
ed demand. Outside of New York the per- 
centage of gain has fallen eff, compared with 
last week. The increase this week over the 
corresponding week of last year is 35.2, 
against 49.4 last week and 3.4 the previous 
week. In 1990 during the same week the 
October clearings in the cities outside of New 
York showed a falling-off of 2.8 per cent, 
compared with the corresponding week of 
1879. It is evident from this that the gen- 
eral state of trade throughout the country 
(luring the week = closed, though not per- 
haps quite up to that of some previous weeks, 
when there has been an exceptional rush of 
business, is still in a most healthy and 
“booming” state. Among the Fastern 
cities, nearly all of which show a fairincrease, 
we may mention Boston with an increase of 
51.6, agaiust 31.4 last week: I’hiladelphia, 
13.9: Baltimore a decrease of 1.5 against a 
decrease of .04 last week; Providence an 
increase of 15.7, against 11.6. At most man- 
ufacturi centres the exchanges show a 
most gratifying increasé. Springiield shows 
a gain of 51.1, against 42.4 last week : Worces- 
ter, 15.6 against 2.9; Lowell, 19.3 against 
11.2: and New Haven, 2.29 against 18.0. 
Memphis still shows a decrease, there being 
a falling off of 7 last week. This 
will be aecounted for by a falling 
off in other receipts, owing to the con- 
tinued bad weather prevalent in Tennessee.

MriwAvuKKE, Wis., Oct. 31.—This morn- 
ing Deputy Sheriff Knight; of Wood County, 
District-Attorney Woodward, of St. Croix 
County, and Henry Coleman, of Durand, 
Wis., identified the party in jail here as Lon 
Williams, one,of the murderers of the Cole- 
man brothers, in Durand, Wis., last July. 
Ilenry Coleman, one of the brothers of the 
murdered men, and Mr. Woodward pointed 
out the prisoner as soon as they entered the 
jail, and it is now regarded as a settled fact 
that the party is Lou Williams. 

THE STRANGE PART OF THE STORY 

is that his right name is William Kuhls, and 

that he left his home in Peoria, III., fifteen 

years ago, since which time nothing has 
been heard of him. It is supposed he joined 

a gang of desperadoes in Northern Wiscon- 

sin and passed himself off as one of the some- 

what notorious Williams brothers. The 
officers, with their prisoner in charge, will 
leave this city for Durand, Wis.,at 10 o’elock 

‘Tuesday morning, a guard of twelve men 

accompanymg them. It is thought here that 

Williams will be lynehed before he reaches 

his destination. A half-dozen cold-blooded 

murders are booked against the Williams 
brothers. 
LATER DEVELOPMENTS. 

There are new developments in the Wil- 
jams case since my last dispatch. Sheriif 
Knight has made arrangements to depart 
with his prisoner on the midnight train with 
a guard of .twelve men, and the Governor 
has been asked for a military escort to meet 
them at Watertown. It is said that Deputy- 
Sheriff Coleman arrived here during Kuhl’s 
trial for vagrancy without having informed 
his brother Ed or any one else of his pres- 
ence, and that he at once identified the pris- 
oner as Loh Williams, and that Kuhl has 
clearly shown that he knew Coleman. 
The hat which Lon Williams “teft at 
the scene of the murder—the one about 
which the man had placed a crape when his 
wife died—was produced and fitted. The 
suspected for once :

but his emotion was manifest only a moment, 
his remarkable self-control asserting itself so 
forcibly that he was at once as cool aud Self- 
possessed as ever.

DURAND’S DESPERADOES, 
Correspondence St. Paul Pioneer-Press. 

SAINT CREEK VALLEY Camp, July 34.— 
“Go prepared. They are desperadoes and 
will resist arrest. These words were writ- 
ten in red on a postal-card found on the body 
of Milton Coleinan after he was murdered by 


one of the Wiiliams brothers at Durand Mon- 


day evening, the 10thinst. The card found 
was soaked in the blood of the victim, but 
clearly legible on it was written in black ink 
the description of the two desperate charac- 
ters who were wanted in Hudson County, 
Illinols, for horse-stealing. The card was 
signed by J. O. Anderson,  Sheritf 
of Henderson County. It was this 
simple uiessage that directed the 
two brave Colemans to their death. The 
story of the accidental meeting of the officers 
of the law with the criminals in a dark street 
in the little town of Durand just at dusk, 
and the triumph of ski in the use of hre- 
arms resulting in the murder of two brothers 
by two red-handed desperadoes, who were 
also brothers, is too well known to need re- 
earsal here. It is known that the Colentaus 
were insufliciently armed, and that the Will- 
jams boys were too quick for them, being 
able to take deadly aim even without Sight 
ing. Two dead men lay upon the walkin 
front of a peaceful home, and two murderers 
ned to the woody fhickets near by, leaving 
but a terror-stricken lad the only neutral 
witness of the terrible scene to relate ina 
broken, incoherent manner the woful tale. 
WHO WERE THE MURDERER! ? 

It is impossible to find in this section of the 
country aby one who knows the history of 
the desperate murderers, and today I took 
occasion to interview Sheriff Anderson, who 
isnow in this camp. Ile isathin, active 
man, and he has been with the pursuers for 
the past ten days. Ile says, As the mur- 
ders were committed while the victims were 
executing in a manner my orders, I am de- 
termined to help search for and capture the 
perpetrators.” Ile will remain as long as 
there is hope of securing them. Mr. Ander 
son gave me his knowledge of the niurdaerers 
about as follows: 

‘The true family name is Maxwell, and the 
name of Williams has only deen adopted for 
service in Minnesota.

at La Harpe, the next town adjoining, They 
would go from one farm to another, and 
brandish thetr revolvers demand every- 
thing ot value.

The town Marshal and a 
squad tracked them to the next town, and 
found them in a saloon. The Marshal placed 
his hand on Ed’s shoulder, and remarked, 
Lou are my prisoner.” In the twinkli 
ofaneye Ed covered him with a istol, 
and exclaimed, “ Not by a d—d sight.’ 
Lon and his comrade attended to the 
rest of the party, and the rumaus retired 
backwards in good order, covering the 
officers with their pope. About three 
weeks afterwards Ed and [on were both eapt- 
ured, but the former broke jail. He was 
afterwards captured at Stillwater, Minn., and 
was sentenced to six years’ imprisonment, 
while his brother got three years. Lon ap- 
pears to have kept quiet and out of scrapes 
until his evil spirit, his brother Edward, got 
out of prison some time last fall or winter. 

It is known these desperate criminals 
have committed many crimes, but those re- 


ble character and boldness. It is probable 

that the Williams’ had made frequent visits 

to Wisconsin, and there is no question but 

what they were well acquainted with the 

country before their incarceration at Joliet.

has been ‘known at Hersey, Knapp, and 
Menomonee for at least two years, and while 
he has ostensibly been working, he has been 
in deviltries of various kinds. He‘has asso- 
ciated with the very worst class of people, 
and law-abiding citizens have received fre- 
quent mysterious warnin to be on their 
guard against him. Itisa fact that depreda- 
tions and outrages have been committed and 
traced direct to Lon Williams, which have 
now been made public. He had worked in 
saw-mills and wagon-shops, and last winter 
had a contract to get out cordwood for a 
Hersey firm, but he was never. kuown to be 
steady and reliable at a jo requent long 
excursions were made him, and nobody 
knew where he had xcept, perhaps, 
some of his boon companions who laid about 
the various towns in vidinity, prominent 
umong them being the Wolfe brothers, 
who are now under süxveillauce, and who 
have undoubtedly visited the murderers in 
the woods lately.

appears to have joined his brother at Hersey 
last fall, and he is described as looking pale, 
thin, and consumptive, It is said that he 
assisted Lon in his wood-cutting’ job, and 
that they lived together at Hersey. Very 
few people in the towns on the line of the 
railroad have much if any revoilection of 
Ed, and it is probable that he was away plan- 
ning mischief. I have seen many who said 
the boys always kept their coats buttoned 
tight, and claiimetl chat they carried revolvers 
in their belts underneath. 

THE CRIME WHICH LED TO THE MURDER. 

L have deviated much from the narrative 
given me by Sheriff Anderson, and must now 
return to it. 

On May 30 the brothers turned up in Hen- 
derson County, Lilinvis, where in the night 
they stole two horses, one a bay gelding, the 
other a brown mare. They rode to Colches- 
ter, reaching there on Wednesday, and 
thence proceeded to Macomb, McDonough 
County, where they stole a single anda 
double harness and a single top-buggy from 
the stable of the ilon. W. II. Neese, the law- 
yer who prosecuted Lon when he was sent 
to Joliet. After going twenty-five miles 
through the woods the buggy was run into a 
stump and ruined, and the buggy and har- 
nesses were found in the woods. ‘They then 
went to Smithfield on the horses’ backs and 
camped in the woods until Friday morning, 
when a boy discovered them. ‘They tried to 
intimidate him and said they were out hunt- 
ing. The boy gave the alarm and Sheriff 
Anderson was telegraphed. Ille took 
the track and followed them across 
the Illinois LHiver, just above Peoria, 
where they crossed Saturday nighe and 
stopped in a school house, putting the horses 
ina coal shed. Au alarm was given by a 
inan who saw the horses sticking their heads 
out of the shed. An investigation was made, 
and the schoo! house found locked. A trus- 
tee unlocked the deor, and on entering was 

' CONFRONTED BY TWO REVOLVERS. 
The crowd withdrew without further invita- 
tron, and the robbers quietly mounted their 
horses And rode away. They went south 
three miles and doubled back, au old trick of 
theirs, passing Sheriff Anderson and his 
posse in the woods. 

The trait was not discovered again for ten 
days, when it was found that the thieves had 
actually turned back to Washburn, where 
they were known. Anderson Was 
that they had been seen at Woodford, and on 
getting there found they had gone 
north. . Satisfied that they were coming to 
Wisconsin, Sheriff Anderson sent telegrams 
and postal cards to all sections, including 
UHersey, where he knew they had lived, and 
also to Arkansaw and Durand. The result 
was the murder of the Coleman brothers 
who came upon them aacidentely. When 
the robbers reached this vicinity they had a 
new top-buggy and led oue horse. The 
buggy was found in the woods with a bullet- 
nole in the back of the box, and the only 
thing inside was a late copy of the Pioneer- 
Press—a paper which they undoubtedly see 
almost every day, even at present, their 
friends take such good care of them. The 
led horse was left at the house of a Mrs. 
Sand, where Officer Knight found it and took 
it. The boys called for it afterwards. That 
would have been the time to have taken 
them. Sheriff Anderson came up, when 
Under-Sheriff Knight informed him that the 
horses were captured. 

Officers Hunting for the Netorious 
James Brothers in Kentucky. 

LouIsvVILLE, Ky., Oct. 51.—A Bowling 
Green special says: “An organized effort 
was made Friday night te capture the James 
brothers in Logan County, near Adairsville. 
It had been rumored for several days that 
the robbers were in that neighborhood: A 
woman wrote to Gov. Blackburn on the 10th 
that they intended to attack the Louisville & 
Nashville train at Colesburg soon. Gov. 
Blackburn received the letter at Yorktown 
and turned it over to the railroad adthori- 
ties, but in doing this and organizing several! 
days were lost. Detectives Larry Hazen of 
Cincinnati, G. W. Ilunterof Bardstown, and 
Sam M. Adams of this city organized an at- 
tacking party, which was under the direction 
of Hunter, the man who captured Gove Ken- 
nedy. The posse met at Russellville Friday 
evening. and numbered sixteen men, selected 
with especial reference to their cool courage. 

They were armed to the teeth with Win- 
chester rifles, double-barreled shotguns, 
and pistols. They arrived at 4 o’clock 
in the morning at the house of Llite, near 
Adairsville, where the robbers were knowy 
to have been a few days previous. They sur- 
rounded the house, a large two-story frame, 
end waited for daylight. About 5 o’elock in 
the morniitg Hite went to the_barn where 
some ef the posse were concealed, and was.

Mollie Matches’ Fierce Fight Against 
the Extradition Law. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune, 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 31.—The case of John 
Larney, alias Mollie Matches, alias the Lum- 
berman, was decided by Judge Harmon. At 
the time of the robbery of ex-State Sevator 
Burton of $10,000 in United States bonds 
Mollie Matches was discovered to be in town 
by the detectives, and was arrested on sus- 
picion. Finding that it would be impossible 
to identify him as oue of the robbers, the police 
departinent notified the authorities of Gales- 
burg, III., and of Detroit, Mich., that Mollie 
Matches was in custody here, and could 
be had if wanted. He was wanted 
at both places, and haste was made 
by the officials of both of the cities to pro- 
cure extradition papers. The Galesburg offi- 
cials arrived on tbe ground first, and the 
prisoner was turned over to them to answer 
to a charge of robbing one of the banks of 
Galesburg on the 3d of July, 1879. Mollie 
knew that if he went to Galesburg he would 
go to the penitentiary. He is wealthy, and 
has a house and considerable other property 
in Cleveland. This- was drawn upon, emi- 
nent counsel secured, and a hard fight made 
to beat the extradition law. The mat- 
ter has ceupied the daily attention 
of the courts tor three weeks: ‘The last re- 
sort of the prisoner’s counsel was to attempt, 
by means of amdavits, to prove an alibi; but 
Judge Harmon rules that extradition does 
not depend upon actual guilt, and has re- 
manded the aceused to the eustody of the 
Sheriff, to be dealt with accordimg to law.

supplied and large ctsterits constructed at 
central points; that the fire-alarm ay 
needs to be extended and improved ; that 
building law, which is a very food one, is 
not properly enforced, and su Uispee- 
tions are not made, and that the causes of 
suspected incendiary fires are not investigat- 
ed.

WILL ROT FIRST. 


Mrs. Mitchell Prefers This to Pay - 
ing Over 853. 


And Was Consequently Sent to Jail by 
Judge Knickerboeker. 


The dull routine of the Probate Court was in- 
terrupted yesterday afternoon by a scene which 
strangely united the elewents of judicial se- 
verity and bumorvus volubility in front of the 
bench, not unmixed with a tinge of sadness in 
its final outcome. The voluble victim was Mrs. 
„Dr.“ Mary Mitchell, who has acquired an inti- 
mate acquaintance in her time around several 
newspaper oftices, where she bus beeu to prefer 
charges against people of various sorts, and 
who rather unexpectedly heard herseif re- 
ferréd to from the Bench as one who 
had been “engaged in à conspiracy to rob 
a dead man,” and was finally committed to 
jail on her inability—or refusal, as the Court 
put it—to make restitudon. It is not a pleasant 
thing to see a woman sent to jail, especially 
when the victim has occupied some sort of posi- 
tion in society, even if it be nothing more than 
that of a collecting agent for one or two char- 
ities. But justice, to the mind of the Court, 
evidently outweighed all sentimental feelings, 
and the stern order committing der to jail was 
duly executed, amidst her tears and lamenta- 
tions, ber protests that she bad done no wrong, 
and ber vigorous asseverations that, having no 
money in the world, the amount denominated ih 
the order would never be paid, if she bad to 
stay in jail all her life. 

THE STORY 

is a rather long one, but, reduced to a moderate, 
compass, is about as follows: There died in 
this city, along in January last, a man by the 
name of Jacob Cigrant, for many years a sales- 
manin a leading boot and shoe house. His 
— heir turned up iu the person of a 
Mrs. Annie Van #uskirk, a rather comely dame 
ot middie age, who seems to have lived with 
him for some years as u housekeeper, and who 
claimed to be his sister. There is a mystery 
back of aileged relationship, the lady alleg- 
ing wy hey were both born of. the same 
parents, i rraine, that they crossed the seas 
together while she was yet very young, 
and that she was subsequentiy adopted 
by 1 philantbrupic couple in an 
interior town in Illinois. In time 
she became.Mrsa. Van Buskirk. Her husband 
dying, however, she came to this city and took 
up her residence with her brother. The latter 
was the victim of leprosy, but, curiously 
enough, succeeded in wetting a life-insurance 
com puny to issue u $2,000 bolicy on his lite. As 
it now turns, out, there are some dozen heirs 
in Lorraine, Who claim to have proof that Mrs. 
Van Buskirk is not Cigrant’s sister, and never 
sustained any other reiation to him thao that of 
housekeeper. The estate is valued at some 
$5,000, and three or four iawyers are doing their 
best to see that the bone is well picked.

The policy was 
redeemed, the money obtained, and Wy- 
man was allowed $500, in ac cordance with a 
* Contract“ between bim and Mrs. Van Buskirk, 
naming that sum asthe amount be was to re- 
ceive for seeing the estate's litigation through 
with. Mrs. Mitchell's bill for advice, medicat 
and otherwise, was 853, and the bill was paid. 
Some two or three weeks ago the attorney for 
the foreign beirs visited Wyman, told bim Mrs. 
Van Buskirg/was not what she pretended to be, 
that Cigrunt s only heirs lived abroad, and Wy- 
man théreapon immediately turned over the 
money. Mrs. Van Buskirk, though still protest- 
ing that if she wasn't Cigrant’s sister, she must 
certainly be his balf-sister, was ulso induced to 
turn over the balance of the insurance policy, to- 
gether with such other assets as she liad retained, 
to the administrator of the estate.
